POLAND 

As this country ie now the theatre upon which 
& revolution is acting, it naturally rivets « large 
share of public attention. Presuming they will 
be acceptab'e to those of our readers, who are 
not well acquainted with the history of Poland, 
we have extracted a few particulars from a 
geographical work, published in London in 1794, 
by William Guthrie, Eeq 

Poland, including Lithuania, runs from the 
46th to the 57th degrees of north latitude, and 
from the 16th to the 34th degrees of east longi- 
tude. lie length i 700 English miles; breadth 
680; contaiming 160,800 square miles, with 55 
mbabitants toeach.
